There is no race whose head is normally 
so wide as to havo aa index of 100 or so 
narrow ns to have cue of 50. Tlie higher 
the index, of course, the broader and 
Bounder.tho head; tho lower the index, 
the longer and narrower tho head. Ger- 
mans generally are notably round head- 
ed. Topinard gives for some people of 
Lorraine tho index of 85.3. Tho average 
index of 100 Pennsylvania -Germans is 
81.9, which 'is notably lens and nar- 
rower. Tho heads of our northern and 
eastern.Indians are still longer and nar- 
rower. ' SVe cannot at present make a 
further comparison with profit'. 'What 
we have already said may prove erro- 
neous when vrc learn the actual Pahiti- 
nate type. We assume now that the 
Palatinate Germans, were of medium 
stature, l?ght hatred, blue or light eyed, 
round headed, with a finger reach of 
1.043. We find that tho Pennsylvania 
German children are dark in hair and 
eyes, that the men arc probably of in- 
creased stature, that heads appear to bo 
lengthening, that am reach appears to 
bo increasing. In fill these respects the 
Pennsylvania German varies from the 
assumed Palatinate type aud in (he di- 
rection of the Indian. If pur assumption 
proves valid, wo may claim that our 
evidence shows change, which, if con- 
tinued, may form, an Indian type from 
the German.'' 


All this, it must be noted, is abso- 


lutely distinct from any of the reasons 
for discussing the tendency of Americans 
to revert to original types from the in- 
filtration of the red Indian blood itself 
in the veins of the white race. From tho 
days of the old French and Indian wars 
fireside tales of New England intermix- 
ture of'that sort have boon common 
enough. A reccnfnovol has expressed 
the country, knowledge in Now England 
that there is an occasional "streak" 
from ancestry that approached Now 
England from the west aa well as that 
which, approached it from tho east across 
the Atlantic. In the western states and 
territories the great numbers of half 
breeds whose descendants find their way 
into the life of .cities brings to bear n 
curious and unreckoncd force in the de- 
velopment of tho fiber and sinew of the 
race in North. America.—Boston Tran- 
script.

Your petitioner has read in the NE- 


VADA 
STATE 
JOURNAL, published at 


Reno, Nevada, and dated March d, 1897, 
iindei- the head "University Bills Ap- 
proved—A Sharp Message from tbe 
Governor," un article which includes a 
message from the Governor to your 
honorable body, whioh reports his ap- 
proval of Assembly bill No. 21, but 
which further gives four reasons why 
he, the Governor, withheld his approval 
of this bill until the last day allowed 
him by the constitution. 


The first reason which'the Governor 


gives is as Follows: 


First—Because the . State Board of 


Examiners found upon examination of 
the bills for furnishing the dormitories 
that a portion of the appropriation, was 
not expended for the purposes author- 
ized by the Act of 18S)5, to provide for 
ihe building and furnishing of "dormi- 
tories at this State /University. For 
instance, a sofa cos ing $68 in San 
Fraucisco, as shown by the bill, can 
scarcely ba considered necessary fur- 
niture for u dormitory lor either male 
or female stud^i^s iu an institution 
supported by the- taxpayers of the 
State. 


The Governor's second reason ia as 


follows: 


Stscond—.Because the greater part of 


the deflcUocies, amounting to over 
$9,000 iu the aggregate, were incurred 
iu direct violation of the spirit und 
letter of the not appropriating public 
funds for the building and furuis'hing 
of dormitories a 
1", the State University, 


approved February 15,1895, Section 4 
of which act contains tho following: 
"And in no case shall a 'contract be 
entered into which shaU exceed the 
s^um of $35,000 for the erection of said 
buildings aud the furnishing of tho 
same." This makes it. clearly apparent 
that the deficiencies were incurred iti 
direct violation of the aat authorizing 
the construction and furnishing of .tho 
dormitories. 


The Governor's third reason is ao 


follows: 


Third—The 
Board 
of Examiners 


found that expenditures wero. made 
and contracts entared into without 
Huthomy or direct ratification, of the 
'joard ot'Rogeu's. 


The Governor's fourth rassoa is aa 


follows:' 


Fourth—While the bill provides for 


the issuancs of bonds and the levying 
of taxes no re/erenue ia made to either 
subject in its title aa required by 
Article IV, Seoljou 17, of the Constitu- 
tion of Nevada. 


Inasmuch as the Board of Eegouto of 


the State University will not be in 
session prior to tbe adjournment of 
the Legislature, aud therefore cannot 
take action with reference to the im- 
plied charges of mismanagement by 
the Governor, aud inasmuch as your 
petitioner, tbe President of the Uni- 
versity, is the executive ollicer of the 
Board of Regents and ia charged by 
statute with the responsible duty of 
making under the . direction of tho 
Board of Regents, all tho expenditures 
connected with the management of 
said institution, and ia therafore justly 
jeld responsible for any such misman- 
agement or extravagance of expendi- 
ture as the Governor sats forth clearly, 
.hough by implication, iu his message 
;o your honorable body. 


Your petitioner, the President of the 


Juiversity, deotna it a duty which he 
owes himself and the University and 
,he Board of Regents, to set forth to 
your honorable body n specific denial 
of the truthfulness aud integrity of tho 
several reasons set forth by the Gov- 
ernor in his message to the Assembly; 
ind your petitioner further asserts 
that the statements of the message are 
or the most part reckless and calcu- 
ated to do injury. 
Your petitioner affirms that the first 


reason set forth in tho message is un- 
true, and asserts further that all the 
jills for furnishing the dormitories 
were severally approved ''as correct 
and ought to be paid" by tbe State 
Board of Examiners, and that each 
several bill bears the Governor's aigna- 
,ure approving the same. 


Your petitioner denies tbe correct- 


ness of the judgment given, by the 
Governor as his second reason. 


Your petitioner avers that the state- 


ment under the third head is also 
wholly untrue, and that the GtfvWno 


ought to have known that his state- 
ment under this bead wan-untrue.

cerned, your petitioner, aslrrtH that 
while the question ia one for the law- 
yers, yet he believes that tbo opinion
